Spy Song was 15 times first and 9 times second 
in 36 starts at two, three, four, and five, earning 
$206,325. He is being retired to the stud abso- 
lutely sound. 

Spy Song won his first start at two by 12 lengths 
as he set a new track record. He won the rich 
Arlington Futurity (beating Star Pilot, etc.) and 
all his other starts at two with the exception of 
the Washington Park Futurity, in which he injured 
his right fore leg at the start. Jack Campbell 
rated Spy Song among the four best juveniles of 
1945 in his weights for the Experimental H. 

At three, racing and beating such horses as As- 
sault and With Pleasure, Spy Song again ranked 
with the best of his age. He set a new track 
record in winning one stakes race, was beaten 
only a nose in the 1% mile Hawthorne Gold Cup 
(conceding weight to the winner), and was second 
to Assault in the Kentucky Derby. 

Spy Song, at four, won stakes carrying top 
weight as high as 132 pounds. In one handicap 
he carried 135 and was beaten only a nose, giving 
the winner 13 pounds. Twice the same season 
he was beaten by narrow margins in new track 
record time as he conceded weight to the winners. 

Spy Song carried as high as 140 pounds at five 
in 1948. (No flat racer has been assigned more 
in recent American Turf history.)

New Working Outfit Tailored 
For Kentucky Research Staff 


After nearly 30 years of wearing a work- 
ing suit that was so tight it pinched all 
over, the Department of Animal Pathology 
at the Kentucky Agricultural Experiment 
Station has a new outfit. 

Tailor-made of brick, steel, and glass, 
it has a place for everything, and it has 
things to put in the places. 

Considering that college research lab- 
oratories are frequently longer on ideas 
than on means, and sometimes out at the 
elbows and thin at the seat, the Univer- 
sity of Kentucky’s new working quarters 
are something of a sensation in academic 
circles. 

Giving a virus chaser or a_ parasite 
hunter the weapons to work with is like 
turning your stable over to Ben Jones. The 
odds immediately shift in your favor. You 
won't win ’em all, of course, but you fig- 
ure to get your share. 

What do these new working clothes 
mean to the horse business? 


They mean that the chances for suc- 
cess are much improved in the research 
projects now under way at Kentucky: 
Equine virus abortion and other types of 
abortion; parasites, particularly _blood- 
worms; diseases of fetuses and foals, in- 
cluding jaundiced foals and_ sleepers; 
wobblers; and a step-up in investigating 
treatments for conditions in horses, such 
as checking the proper dosages of peni- 
cillin, streptomycin, and so on. 


The new structure on the ag campus at 
U.K. is not quite finished, but the last two 
wings will be ready in a couple of months. 
it has been a long time in the making. 

Research in horse diseases at the Ken- 
tucky university got its toehold in 1919, 
when Dr. W. W. Dimock arrived on the 
campus. The work of Dr. Dimock and his 
staff brought the Department of Animal 
Pathology an international reputation. But 
for years the department was housed in a 
quick-fitting hand-me-down that showed

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an amazing resistance to bursting out g 
the seams. A new building was started jp 
1942, but the Army took it over and it wa 
1944 before the department could moy 
into the central wing, first part of the 
structure to be finished. 

When Dr. Floyd E. Hull, the presen; 
director, joined the staff in 1925, ther 
were only three or four workers in the de. 
partment. With a small force and meage; 
facilities, about all they could do was hol 
the line. 

They classified the causes of sterility jy 
mares and of death in foals. They found 
out a lot of things, but they didn’t have 
the time or the money or the room to dy 
much about them. “In those days,” Dr. 
Hull recalls, “we found out that there were 
sleepers. Now we’re finding out what to 
do about them.” 

Fortunately the growth of the laboratory 
staff has matched the physical expansion, 
As the facilities of the new building have 
increased, skilled researchers have moved 
into the laboratories, taking a fresh grip 
on old problems. 

Under the roof of a modern laboratory 
you find many things. In the U. K. build 
ing are box stalls, an operating room, 
small-animal rooms, a transformer room 
for supplying electricity, a cooler where 
dead animals can be held until the scien- 
tists are ready for them, a ratproof feed 
room, a shop for building and repairing 
apparatus, a post-mortem room, air com- 
pressors, vacuum pumps, guinea pigs. 
hamsters, rabbits, classrooms, suites of 
offices and laboratories for investigators 
in parasitology, nutritional diseases. virus 
diseases, bacteriology. 

Work in these fields is well under way 
except in nutrition. Dr. Hull, who be- 
came head of the department in 1946, 
when Dr. Dimock retired as chief. now is 
gunning for a chemist. “But he’s got to 
be a top-notcher. A big job needs a big 
man. 

A similar policy has been followed in 
selecting the other personnel. There has 
been no rush to fill a vacancy. It waited 
until the right man came along. The re: 
sult is that the research personnel in the 
department is highly trained, capable. 
hard working. 

This is what is being done now: 


VIRUS ABORTION. The epidemiology 
of the disease is being studied—how does 
it travel? what is its incidence? 

A vaccine already has been developed. 
but it is difficult to standardize, and may 
be hard to duplicate. The present vaccine 
has been obtained from the liver of foals 
which died of virus abortion. It works. 
But the trouble is that the next liver used 
for making a batch of vaccine may not 
have the same degree of virulence. It may 
be stronger, or weaker. It will take ex: 
perimenting to determine its dosage and 
effectiveness. And maybe it won't do as 
good a job as the present lot. 
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The goal is to develop a vaccine that 
always works the same, for the first batch 
and for the hundredth batch. 

Take rabies. for which a standard vae- 
cine has been developed. This vaccine 
was developed through inoculating — the 
It killed a rabbit in 
« many days. After the rabies virus had 
ken hold of a rabbit, it still was rabies 
virus. but it was in a modified form. This 
virus then was injected into other rabbits, 
yntil a strain was developed that killed in 
fve days. It always killed in five days. 
Then the researchers knew that they had 
, rabies virus that was standardized. A 
particular dosage always had a particular 
effect. 

The research at the U. K. laboratories 
is directed toward developing a strain of 
abortion virus that will be standard, like 
the rabies virus. It takes many explora- 
ions into many pathways to do this. You 
can tailor a building to suit your needs, 
but you can’t solve a virus problem merely 
by writing a set of specifications. 

The abortion virus seems to grow best 
m embryonic tissue. Hen eggs, hatched 
in incubators, are being tried, for one 
thing. Hamsters also are being used as 
possible hosts. 

These interesting litthe rodents, which 
drowse all day and raise hell all night, 
have an amazing turnover—their litters 
are born in 16 days. What makes them 
extraordinarily useful to virus experi- 
menters is that the young hamsters are 
practically embryonic at birth. They are 
at about the same stage of development as 
anine-month foal. 

Dr. Dorsey W. Bruner and Dr. E. R. 
Doll, who are working on the virus abor- 
tion research, hope that the hamsters will 
be susceptible to virus abortion. If they 
are, maybe a virus strain can be developed 
that will always kill within so many hours. 
wrso many days. Then it will be tried on 
broodmares, to see if it will immunize them 
against the disease. If it does, the ham- 
ters will provide a ready source of 
vaccine. 


virus into rabbits. 


Another reason for developing a stand- 
adized vaccine that can be made at any 
lime is that virus abortion, for example, 
may not appear for several years. 

If the vaccine always has to be made 
irom the livers of foals, you have to have 
dead foals in order to make the vaccine. 
You would have to have the disease before 
you could bring it under control. But if 
lamsters or some other source can be sub- 
‘tituted for foal livers, a supply of the vac- 
tne can he kept ready for emergencies.

There is no doubting the effectiveness of 
phenothiazine for getting rid of blood- 
worms, which in their immature stage clog 
up arteries, cut off circulation, cause colic, 
and often produce death. But when you 
use phenothiazine, you have to know what 
youre doing. 

There is a popular notion, not confined 
to horsemen alone, that if a little of a 
drug is effective, twice as much ought to 
be twice as effective. This is not true of 
phenothiazine. It gets rid of bloodworms, 
but it also attacks red blood cells. The 
problem is to determine the dosage that 
does the most damage to the worms and 
the least damage to the horse. There is 
the added proviso that the horse must be 
on a good diet. 


Anyone who has seen an aneurism, the 
mass of bloodworms and tissue that clogs 
an artery just as lime clogs a water pipe, 
appreciates how the worms can make the 
difference between a good horse and a 
poor one, or can even mean the difference 
between a live horse and a dead one. 


A race horse with aneurisms in his ar- 
teries is like a football player wearing a 
choke collar. He isn’t going anywhere. 

And the trouble is that you can’t do any- 
thing about aneurisms once they occur. 
As Dr. Hull observes, you can’t put a new 
part in a horse. 

The answer is prevention. This involves 


a long-term program, but it has a cumu- 
lative effect. 

It is probable that horses may never be 
free of bloodworms, but their presence can 
be cut down tremendously. Some horses 
have as many as 1,800 eggs in a single . 
gram of their manure. Some, after the 
phenothiazine treatment, may not have any. 
Since horses eliminate from 20 to 40 
pounds of manure a day, you can visualize 
what happens to pastures when the brood- 
mare band is heavily infested with blood- 
worms. Foals born on such a farm would 
have three strikes on them as soon as they 
hit the ground. 

Research in this phase of the depart- 
ment’s work is under Dr. A. C. Todd and 
Dr. M. F. Hansen. Their actual approach 
to the problem is to treat the worm, rather 
than treat the horse. And the treatment 
is pretty rough on the worm. They aim 
to get him going and coming. 

They are working on a four-barreled 
shotgun: their goal is to wipe out the adult 
bloodworms in the intestines, before they 
get into the arteries. This, they believe, 
will have the further effect of reducing the 
hatchability of worm eggs. It also will 
reduce the number of eggs. And _ the 
phenothiazine in the manure will kill off 
some eggs which may have ducked the 
other shots and managed to hatch out.

Some impressive results were obtained 
last foaling season in the treatment of 
iaundiced foals.

There is bound to be some overlapping 
in the investigations, and that is all to the 
yod. The success in treating sleeper 
foals is a result of the research in the use 
of streptomycin. Similar progress will 
no doubt be made in other lines. 


WOBBLES. For many years the Ken- 
tucky researchers have worked on wob- 
ble. Much has been learned, but a lot 
more has to be learned and done. At 
present the University has suspended in- 
vestigation in its own laboratories, but is 
co-operating with the Army Institute of 
Pathology, at Washington, which is inter- 
ested in the disease and has some of its 
best brains working on it. 


OTHER TYPES OF ABORTION. Be- 
sides virus abortion, other forms of abor- 
tion are under study. The laboratory 
makes and distributes without charge a 
vaccine against contagious virus abortion, 
and makes a good many routine diagnoses. 
“We'll look at any daggone horse they 
bring in here,” Dr. Hull says. 

Samples of serum from mares in many 
other states besides Kentucky are exam- 
ined, and the vaccine for virus abortion is 
shipped all over the country. 

In the battle against disease, you never 
know when you’ve won. As soon as you 
lick one enemy, you may meet another. 
For this reason a lookout is kept for other 
possible forms and causes of abortion be- 
sides those most commonly known. 

Specialist in the post-mortem work is 
Dr. Ross Brown. 


HORSES. When the department was 
struggling along without much room or 
much help, it also was short of horses for 
experimental purposes. Now there are 
enough horses to work on. Some of them 
are kept at the Lexington trotting track, 
not far from the University, and are moved 
to the 21-stall brick hospital stable adja- 
cent to the laboratory when they are 
needed. They are kept separated because 
Dr. Hull wants a stockpile of horses which 
are free from exposure to the diseases be- 
ing studied. When needed, they are 
brought to the campus. 


There are at present about 20 mares and 
wo stallions. It is desirable to have preg- 
tant mares on hand at all times for re-

Because of the 
University retirement regulations, Dr. 
Dimock became inactive as head of the 
Department of Animal Pathology in 1946, 
and Dr. Hull took over. But Dr. Dimock 
remains on the staff and is busy at several 
projects. 

The laboratory building is recognized as 
the newest and one of the largest projects 
devoted entirely to animal diseases, |} 
does more horse work than any other, ex. 
cept possibly the University of Pennsyl. 
vania. It has a staff of 16 research work. 
ers and three laborers. 

Dr. Hull, besides doing research work, 
spends his time keeping everybody happy. 
“My job is to see that the other people 
have what they need to work with.” This 
includes buying everything from hay to 
hypodermic needles. 


MONEY. It costs money to run a lab- 
oratory like the one at the University of 
Kentucky. Where does it come from? The 
State is not noted for being open-handed 
with funds for education and research, and 
it has been distinguished for its low sal- 
aries to the University faculty. 

Well. part of the money comes from the 
Federal government—about 40 per cent. 
Another share—about 25 per cent—comes 
from the State. And through the Grayson 
Foundation, the horsemen themselves put 
up the remaining 35 per cent. The virus 
abortion money comes entirely from the 
Grayson people. 


Horsemen also are becoming more help- 
ful in working with the department. “You 
can’t operate in this business without co- 
operation from the veterinarians and the 
horsemen.” Dr. Hull declares. “The breed- 
ers in recent years have broken down their 
prejudices against reporting trouble on 
their farms, and we have had a lot of help 
from them. 

“The hottest things we are handling 
right now.” he added, “are virus abortion 
and jaundiced foals. We want to help the 
breeders. and we hope they will continue 
to help us.”

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The Latch String Hangs Out at a New Place 


N the spring of 1929, the office of “THE BLoop-Horseé 

was a room on the mezzanine floor of the Phoenix Hotel. 
It was not a big room, but you could get between the desks 
and look out the front windows. A part of it was parti- 
tioned off to make a private office for ‘Thomas B. Cromwell, 
the founder and owner of the little publication. 

In the outer office Frances Kane whomped up the pedi- 
grees and notes on the prominent horses in action, and Mrs, 
Cromwell handled the list of subscribers—a set of cards 
which made a good double handful. 

It got a little crowded after a while and Mr. Cromwell 
rented the room across the hall. In the late summer of 
1930 they put in another desk, for a young man named 
Estes who had come back home from New York. This 
left a lot of room, but it was noticed that some of the visit- 
ors had to turn edgewise in moving about the place. 

One day Mr. Cromwell instructed the staff (Kane and 
Estes) to “go over and take a look at that old building at 
the corner of Walnut and Barr Streets and see whether it 
would do for offices.” So they put in a couple of Coleman 
floor furnaces and settled there, sometime in 1931, to sweat 
out the depression. “The bookkeeper always used red ink 
for the final entry. 

When the punishment became more than Mr. Crom- 
well could stand, he counted up the score, cut salaries 25 
percent all round. But the magazine kept coming out, and 
once ina while there would be another desk and another 
worker, 

By the end of 1934 the red ink was depressing even Tom 
Cromwell, and he made a few gestures indicating that .he 
was about ready to call it quits. “The American Thorough- 
bred Breeders Association, organized in 1934, took over 
the magazine in the fall of 1935. Estes moved into Mr. 
Cromwell’s old high-backed swivel-chair. Joe H. Palmer 
give up a career as a scholar and took over the business 
Management. “Yhere was little enough business that he 
tad most of his time left over to act as associate editor. ‘The 
depression was gradually wearing off, and the red ink 
changed to black. 


In the fall of 1938 “THE BLoop-HorsE moved to the 
third floor of the Radio Building. “This was the old news- 
room headquarters of the Lexington Herald, where Desha 
Breckinridge and “Vom Underwood had trained many a 
by-line man for the racing columns. “These were great 
open spaces at first, but after a while “THE BLoop-HorseE 
crowded the other tenants off the floor. New shelves and 
new desks appeared gradually, and working conditions were 
good. But by the time Dan Bowmar moved in as business 
manager the place was getting crowded. For the last two 
years visitors to the office have had to be warned not to 
stumble over anything. 

This week THE BLoop-Horse is moving again. The 
painters and carpenters and the men laying the linoleum 
tiles are still at work, but the first load was moved to the 
new building on the night of November 8. The moving 
will take most of the week, but with reasonable luck we 
shall be settled in our new home by November 13. 

The new offices, at 216 East High Street in Lexington, 
are an old residence, partly rebuilt and entirely reorganized 
and redecorated. From the Lafayette or the Phoenix 
Hotel you go up over the viaduct to High Street, turn left, 
and there, about a hundred yards farther on, you will find 
the old latch string still out. And this time you can get in 
without falling over anything. 

The latch string, of course, is figurative. But the park- 
You can take the 
driveway at the right of the building, park, and come in the 
back door. 


ing lot in the rear is not so abstract. 


For a few days you will find the draperies miss- 
ing, some of the rooms short on furniture, and somebody 
charging through the place trying to find the 1854 Racing 
Calendar or something. 

The sign over the front door will be “THE BtLoop- 
Horsk, not Utopia. There is no immediate prospect that 
the magazine will suddenly flower into something new. 
But the staff can work in comfort, and visitors will find 
themselves able to sit down without having somebody walk- 
ing over their feet.

A Good Jockey ‘Takes to Drink; 
Capot Takes Late-Season Honors 


New YORK 

Except for the stakes events, racing at 
Jamaica has become utilitarian, rather 
than ernamental. during the closing weeks. 
Some good enough races were in the book. 
but few of them filled. partly because some 
of the better horses were at Pimlico, and 
partly because the others were out of 
action. 

The result has been race after race 
for platers. for maidens, for non-win- 
ners of two, and the like. Nobody can 
object to this. because something has to 
be done for the smaller stables and for the 
cheaper horses which have been unable to 
get much while competition was higher. 
but nobody has to like it, either. 

The drop in attendance after election 
day was attributed to various factors, with 
what seemed to me unnecessary ingenuity. 
Actually. up to and through the election, 
the weather was on its good behavior, like 
everybody else. On the two following 
davs it was vile to one degree or another, 
and I do not know anything better caleu- 
lated to draw small crowds than cheap 
racing in the rain. 

On Friday the weather was actually all 
right, but at the time people decide about 
going to the races you couldn't see the 
back stretch for fog. and there seemed 
every likelihood of rain. So I doubt if 
the sharp drop need be attributed to any- 
thing more comphcated than a disincli- 
nation to get wet for nothing. 

At any rate. the Wednesday attendance 
figure. 12.700. was the lowest of the down- 
state season. 


TOPER. It’s never pleasant to see drink 
take anybody. but it’s particularly unfor- 
tunate when the victim is only sixteen, and 
still worse when he’s a promising rider.

He went another fur- 
long and overwhelmed Natural. That left 
one furlong and one horse and Phalanx 
was thoroughly up to it. He was running 
with his head farther down than I'd no- 
ticed him carry it before, but he never 
stopped pouring it on. He was ready to 
draw clear at the finish. 

He’s been hard to train all year, because 
of an ankle, and this has taken quite a bit 
from the handicap division. It looked last 
spring like we might have the best handi- 
cap racing of years, but Armed and As- 
sault were out before the winter was over, 
*Talon didn’t last past Santa Aniia, *Rico 
Monte didn’t train, Stymie was through 
in mid-season, Phalanx made it late, and 
Cosmic Bomb didn’t make it at all. That 
doesn’t figure to leave much, and it didn't.

STUD NEWS 


Djelal Destroys 
Self in Plane 


At the Orly airport in Paris on Novem- 
ber 5 a Seaboard-Western chartered plane 
took on a mixed cargo, 17 dogs and one 
horse. The horse was Djelal, one of the 
best sons of France’s great sire Djebel. 
Purchased recently by an American syndi- 
cate for about $225,000, he was to be de- 
livered at Arthur B. Hancock’s Claiborne 
Stud. Paris, Ky. He was an experienced 
air traveler, and no trouble was antici- 
pated. The veteran Jack Hare was in 
charge; transatlantic trips with horses 
were a long routine with him. 

Djelal was enclosed in a strong wooden 
stall, reinforced with metal and lined in- 
side with straw and sack padding. The 
first stop was to be in Iceland. 

Whether it was because of his unfa- 
nmiliar traveling companions or for some 
other reason, Djelal soon became restive. 
Shortly after the take-off he began kicking 
at the padding. Even the masterful touch 
of Jack Hare failed to quiet him, and after 
a half hour Hare reported to the pilot, 
Joseph Halsomer, “The horse isn’t looking 
too good. Can we land?” 

Before the pilot could settle the plane 
at the Bovingdon airport in Hertfordshire 
the horse had gone crazy. He tore away 
the padding in the box, battered his heels 
against the solid wooden walls, broke his 
strong tie-shank, and in a paroxysm of 
rage and fear threw himself on his back. 
his heels flailing madly. Only after a sec- 
ond hypodermic injection did he begin to 
let up. 

When the doors were opened after the 
emergency landing Djelal was lying on 
his back, twisted miserably. He died a 
few minutes after being removed from the 
plane, which went on with the remainder 
of its cargo barking excitedly. 

It was the first case of a Thoroughbred 
meeting death in an air shipment. Last 
year *Goya 2nd gave himself a good bang- 
ing when the first attempt was made to put 
him on an airplane for the flight from 
France. But later he was flown across the 
Atlantic without mishap. A “car fit” like 
that of Djelal was experienced by the Ar- 
gentinian racer Retintin in 1946 when 
Charley Lund attempted to fly him to the 
United States in the first air shipment of 
horses over so great a distance. But Lund 
subdued him until the plane could be re- 
turned to Buenos Aires and the horse un- 
loaded. The other three horses in the ship- 
ment made the trip without further 
incident. 

Djelal was insured, but nevertheless his 
death was a blow to his purchasers. The 
members of the syndicate were Mr. Han-

A mortally injured Djelal was unloaded from the plane at Bovingdon airport, in 
England, after a short but furious flight from Paris. His stoutly made traveling box 
was quickly removed by a freight lift, but too late to save his life. In his frantic efforts 
to escape from the plane, the 4-year-old horse injured himself so severely that he died 
shortly after being taken off He was attended by the veteran shipping expert Jack 
Hare, shown at his head. Purchased by an American syndicate, the son of Djebel was 
being flown to the U. S. for stud duty.

The Market Moves to Lexington 
For a Record Sale--1,063 Horses 


Just before 9:30 on the morning of Mon- 
day. November 15, Auctioneers Doc Bond 
and George Swinebroad will call the toss 
ofa coin, and one of them will climb into 
the stand and start selling Hip No. 1 at 
the Keeneland Fall Sales. It will be the 
busiest week for any two-man team of 
auctioneers. On three days—Monday, 
Tuesday. and Friday—they will be selling 
morning, afternoon, and night. On Wed- 
nesday and Thursday they will work after- 
noon and night, on Saturday, morning and 
afternoon. 

Altogether, including the extra cata- 
logue for the Friday morning dispersal of 
the Horace N. Davis estate, they must sell 
1.063 horses, less a number of with- 
drawals. 

The three thick catalogues of the main 
sales series comprise 1,046 lots, of which 
18 are stallions. There are about 510 
yearlings, 106 weanlings, and 365 brood- 
mares, and the remainder are horses in 
training or of indefinite classification. In 
the Davis estate dispersal are six wean- 
lings and 11 broodmares. 

It will be a buyers’ market, but the buy- 
ers will have to hurry with their bids. 
With so crowded a schedule, the auctioneer 
will rarely spend as much as three min- 
utes on a horse, and frequently the time 
probably will be little more than two 
minutes. 

The sales to date this year have followed 
a rather uniform pattern, and the same 
pattern has held for yearlings and for rac- 
ing and breeding stock. Averages are 
well down from 1946 and 1947 levels, but 
for the best stock there is only slightly 
less demand than last year. The real 
slump is in horses of marginal and sub- 
marginal quality, and in this field buyers 
have been merciless. 

The Breeders’ Sales Company, a co-oper- 
ative organization, limits the number of 
yearlings in its summer sales, attempts to 
told the consignments to the highest pos- 
sible quality. For the fall sales there is 
to restriction, but the company has. at- 
tempted to prevent consignors from selling 
horses. whose prices would be below a 
fixed minimum. A notice marked Import- 


at’ in the catalogue informs buyers and 
sellers— 


In the event any horse of the age of one 
Year or older should not bring the sum of One 
Hundred Dollars ($100.00), or should any 
horse less than the age of one year sell for a 
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sum less than Fifty Dollars ($50.00), or should 
any mare and foal, sold as one lot, bring less 
than One Hundred and Fifty Dollars ($150.00), 
then any such sale or sales shall be declared 
void and of no effect, and such horse or horses 
shall be returned to Consignor and Company 
shall thereupon return the registration certifi- 
cate of said horse or horses to the Jockey Club, 
with directions to the Jockey Club to cancel 
said registration certificate, and with the fur- 
ther notification that thereafter such horse or 
horses shall be considered as without pedigree. 
In such event, the only liability upon Consign- 
or for such sale or sales shall be the sum of 
Twenty Dollars ($20.00) for each horse so dis- 
posed of. 


In the high markets which have pre- 
vailed since this policy was instituted it 
has never been questioned. This year. 
with the lower levels of the market drop- 
ping abruptly, sellers or buyers may test 
whether the sales company can cancel the 
pedigrees of horses. Ordinarily The 
Jockey Club accepts instructions for the 
voiding of pedigrees only from the owners 
of the horses.

In the latter tabulation an incorrect to- 
tal has been copied for the number of 
head sold; the total should be 1.077. not 
1.117. The average price of yearlings sold 
this year in public auctions reported by 
THE Brioop-Horse is $4,567, not $4.403. 

The essential soundness of the market 
is indicated by the comparison. At this 
stage of the auctions in 1947 (that is, with 
the Keeneland Fall Sales omitted). the 
average for yearlings was $4,804. The 
$4,567 average of this year represents a 
decline of only 5 per cent. 

Despite the abrupt drop in the prices of 
horses considered less than moderate, the 
market, taken as a whole, has shown a 
continuing strong demand. But this year 
a larger proportion of the yearlings are 
being sold in the fall sales at Keeneland. 
Even so it appears unlikely that the aver- 
age for the year as a whole will show a 
decline of more than 12 or 15 per cent.

OBITUARY 


Mrs. W. P. Stewart, 


Sportswoman 


One of the best known and most active 
of American horsewomen was Mrs. W. 
Plunket Stewart, who died November 2 
at her home, Brooklawn, in the Philadel- 
phia suburb of Unionville. 

Mrs. Stewart was the daughter of the 
late E. H. Harriman. famed railroad finan- 
cier. One of her brothers, W. Averell 
Harriman, prominently connected with 
the Roosevelt and Truman administra- 
tions, was at one time associated with rac- 
ing under the nom de course Log Cabin 
Stable. A sister was Mrs. Robert L. Gerry, 
whose husband for many years has been 
associated with racing and breeding in 
New York. 

Carol Harriman was first married to R. 
Penn Smith, Jr.. of New York and Phila- 
delphia, who died in 1929. She was mar- 
ried to W. Plunket Stewart. banker and 
sportsman, in September, 1930. 

Mrs. Stewart throughout her life was in- 
terested in sports associated with the 
horse. She was an accomplished rider, in 
the hunting field or show. ring, and 
brought up the whole family in the tradi- 
tion. 

At the beginning of the 1930’s Mrs. 
Stewart set up a Thoroughbred breeding 
establishment under the name of Rolling 
Plains Farm on about 1.200 acres near 
the village of The Plains in northern Vir- 
ginia. From the first crop of foals pro- 
duced there came the top-class stakes win- 
ners Top Row (lost in a claiming race to 
A. A. Baroni) and Lady Reigh. The lat- 
ter raced under the Stewart colors and 
later became a broodmare at Rolling 


Plains. In 1938 Mrs. Stewart won the Bel- 
mont Stakes with her home-bred Pas- 
teurized. 


The farm carried on successfully. and 
after a little became a regular consignor to 
the yearling sales at Saratoga. The stal- 
lion Milkman and a few good mares 
turned out every year one of the most at- 
tractive consignments to the Fasig-Tipton 
auctions. 

Stakes winners bred at the farm, be- 
sides Lady Reigh and Top Row, included 
Chance Ray. Mower, Buttermilk, Early 
Delivery, Pasteurized, Daily Delivery, 
Galactic, Farmerette, Brandy Punch, Ry- 
tina, Homogenized. 

Seeking to replace Milkman, whose use- 
fulness is now becoming limited. Mrs. 
Stewart had taken over the stallion Contra- 
diction, and last summer arranged for a 
half-interest in Halberd, which has been

Fillies & Mares Get a Chance: 
Pilate’s Sons at 2 1-16 Miles 


Mares and fillies got more than their 
usual share of opportunity in stakes races 
within the last week or two. 

Last year only about 3.8 per cent of all 
races at U. S. tracks were written exclu- 
sively for mares and fillies. It is news- 
worthy that they got such a run of oppor- 
tunity as was afforded in the Marguerite 
and Demoiselle Stakes, the Lady Balti- 
more and Falls City Handicaps. 


ALSAB’S DAY. In Myrtle Charm and 
Alsab’s Day. the young sire Alsab has two 
hard-hitting 2-year-old fillies. The former. 
owned by Maine Chance Farm, has had 
the more spectacular career. Her wins 
include the Spinaway and the Matron 
Stakes. and she was second to Blue Peter 
in the Futurity Stakes. 

But Alsab’s Day. a home-bred which 
races for Mrs. Albert Sabath. has been 
quite an able representative for her sire. 
On November 1 she brought her eastern 
venture to a climax by winning the Mar- 
guerite Stakes. the filly counterpart of the 
Pimlico Futurity. 

She got in at 114 pounds. five below the 
base weight. because neither her sire nor 
her dam (Seventh Day) had had a win- 
ner when the entries closed. She ran close 
up until reaching the far turn. then went 
past Silver Crest. My Celeste moved with 
her. but was beaten a length. Time, 1:45 
for the 1,); miles. The race was run 
November 1. 


LITHE. At Empire-at-Jamaica on No- 
vember 2. Menow’s sister came out for the 
1,\;-mile Demoiselle Stakes. New Yorkers 
had watched her finish third to Myrtle 
Charm in the Matron Stakes. but they con- 
centrated their attention mainly on Lady 
Dorimar. a filly which had been close to 
winning a stakes without quite making it. 

Jockey Willie Garner got the Hal Price 
Headley filly off in front. then took her 
back to third. letting Ochita and Lady 
Dorimar battle for the lead. On the far 
turn he sent her around the outside. went 
after Lady Dorimar. which yielded near 
the wire. lost by a neck. Lithe’s time was 
1:4815. Stole was third. 

First money in the Demoiselle was $47.- 
025. brought Lithe’s earnings for the vear 
to $54.775. The race closed last Decem- 
ber with 272 nominations. 

It was Mr. Headley’s second Demoiselle 
win. His first was with Pig Tails. in 1941. 
Lithe is a daughter of *Pharamond 2nd 
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(and is out of the stakes winner Alcibi- 
ades); Pig Tails is a granddaughter of 
the same stallion. 


RAMPART. A mare which has been 
one of the leading developments in her di- 
vision this year won another stakes by 
easily beating three others in  Pimlico’s 
Lady Baltimore Handicap on November 4. 
Only four turned out for the race. Ram- 
part lay behind Winter Wheat early in the 
heat. took charge at the top of the stretch 
and won without much trouble. Winter 
Wheat. a length and a half behind her. 
held on to beat Halsgal a nose for third 
money. 

The 6-year-old daughter of Trace Call 
Boat. by Man o° War. has wen nine races 
this year. including seven stakes. She has 
been second or third in six other races. 
Her earnings of $103.745 for the season 
are more than she had earned in four pre- 
vious years. 


JACK’S JILL. The mare which won the 
Falls City Handicap in 1945 and was run- 
ner-up in 1946 and 1947 won it again on 


November 6. J. A. Goodwin's Jack’s Jill. 


6-year-old daughter of Jack High—Min- 
strelette, by *Royal Minstrel. went 
through the field in the stretch. wore down 
Miss Mommy. won by a head. Speedy Lee 
was third. 

Jack’s Jill. which cost $150 as a wean- 
ling (her dam was sold at the same time 
for $25). brought her earnings to $119.690.

Teresina (dam of six stakes winners), by Tracery. He was bred by the Aga Khan and was sold as a 
yearling for $16,000. Exported to the United States, *Alibhai showed great promise but never started. 
He was reputed to have worked out a mile at Santa Anita faster than the track record. 

Bred like he was, plus the speed that he exhibited in training, it was decided to breed him to a few 
mares. His first crop came to the races in 1944, from six foals five started, five won, including the 
stakes winner War Allies. His second crop was composed of 12 foals, 12 started and 11 won, one placed. 
Five of his eleven winners won stakes, including Cover Up, The Dude, Artillery, Style Prince, and Why 
Alibi. From his third crop of 13 foals, 12 started, 12 won, including the stakes winners On Trust, and 
Wheatfield. *Alibhai’s fourth crop, 3-year-olds of 1948, numbered 14 foals, of which 12 have started, 
nine have won, including the four stakes winners Belle Jolie, Zenoda, Solidarity, and Call Bell. From 45 
foals, *Alibhai has 41 starters, 37 winners (12 stakes winners), and two have placed. Through 1947 *Ali- 
bhai’s first four crops have won $1,193,355.

LONDON 

The Newmarket season closed October 
29 and the few remaining weeks of the flat- 
racing season will more or less concern the 
needy and the greedy. All the best class 
horses have now retired for the season and 
the cold weather has caused many to take 
on a2 winter coat. The last of the season's 
fixtures at Newmarket is called the Hough- 
ton meeting and the Dewhurst Stakes, run 
over seven furlongs. is the last of the nota- 
ble races for 2-year-olds. On this occasion 
it enabled Major R. N. Maedonald- 
Buchanan’s Royal Forest to redeem his 
reputation. 

I have already told how the colt be- 
smirched his record by allowing his tem- 
perament to get the better of his at Ascot. 
He had sweated up that day and behaved 
in a manner not at all in keeping with his 
reputation. It was all very puzzling to 
trainer Noel Murless as the colt had never 
done anything wrong either at home or on 
ihe racecourse. The original plan to run 
Royal Forest in the Middle Park Stakes 
was amended and he was reserved for the 
Dewhurst Stakes. The trainer remarked 
to me, “I may as well know the best or the 
worst before he retires into winter quar- 
ters. 


There was keen speculation to see how

the colt behaved when he came into the 
paddock at Newmarket. A_ considerable 
crowd gathered in the corner of the pad- 
dock where he was walking round. He was 
perfectly cool and collected and as he 
walked to the parade ring after being sad- 
dled he did not have a wet hair. It was 
so different to what had happened at As- 
cot. 

Royal Forest ran a smooth race. He was 
held in behind Transatlantic and his As- 
cot conqueror, Burpham, for about five 
furlongs. Royal Forest was then taken to 
the left to make his challenge. He quickly 
overtook the leaders and raced on strongly 
up the hill to beat Transatlantic by three 
lengths.

TAPIOLA. One 2-vear-old reputation 
was made at the meeting. Tapiola cre- 
ated considerable surprise by the manner 
in which she won the Moulton Stakes. 

There were some fast horses in the field 
but Tapiola treated them with disdain. She 
nipped off in front and set such a fast pace 
that the race quickly became a procession. 
She won by five lengths and at that was 
eased before the finish. It was the filly’s 
third race. She had won a maiden race a 
fortnight earlier but this was by far her 
best. performance. Tapiola is by Bois 
Roussel out of Little Purston. by Lovelace 
out of Nagoya. by Kopi out of Nakahira. 
by Ajax. There is a nice mixture of 
English and French blood here.  Tapiola 
is a well grown and good-looking brown 
filly with a brilliant turn of speed. There 
is sufficient stout blood in her pedigree to 
suggest she should not be lacking in stam- 
ina. It can be aecepted that she will be 
one of the leaders of the sex in the Free 
Handicap. 

The nicely turned Gay Street. by Wat- 
ling Street out of Katmandu. was the on!y 
one ever to get anywhere near Tapiola but 
from the half way stage the filly had mat- 
ters all her own way. Third place was 
occupied by the Boussae filly Abis. by 
Umidwar out of Sanaa. by Asterus. That 
was not in accord with anticipation. as M. 
Boussac’s other runner. Coreyre. was ex- 
pected to prove the better. Such was not 
the case. Yet Coreyre. a daughter of 


There is an easy informality about the racing at Vichy, France. 
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Pharis and Calonice, is the more attractive 
individual. 

Form is liable to be upset when such a 
quick beginner as Tapiola is in the field. 
The pace she set took the opposition off 
its legs before they knew they were in a 
race. Even a fast filly like Bignonia was 
quickly off the bit and had no concern 
with the finish. 

Tapiola belongs to Mr. J. 5. Barrington, 
who produced a cleverly framed 2-year-old 
colt in Grani on the first day of the meet- 
ing. There is litthe doubt Grani would 
have won the Guy Stakes had he been thor- 
oughly tuned up. He is a typical Colombo 
colt and a half brother to the good 3-year- 
old filly Madonna. Grani was in front 
for five furlongs and it was only lack of 
condition which prevented him from hold- 
ing on in the sixth furlong. The race was 
won by Golden Guide. a daughter of Light- 
house 2nd and Golden Reference. She just 
got the better of Rock Tavern. by Nasrul- 
lah out of Teeland. Much was expected 
of another Nasrullah colt named El Arabi. 
He cut a poor figure in the early stages 
and while moving up into fourth place 
was never in the race with a chance. He 
seems to be a very difficult colt to ride. 


HIGH STAKES. The camera had to be 
called in to decide that High Stakes had 
won his 24th race in the Limekiln Stakes. 
It was touch and go all the way up the 
final hill but High Stakes got the verdict 
in a photo finish. The 6-year-old gelding 
found the going softer than he likes. He 
has preference for firm ground—the 


firmer the better. He is to remain. in. 


training another year and will further ¢. 
hance his fine record. 

The 3-year-old Black Pampas could hay & 
beaten High Stakes if he had shown th 
same tenacity. Just when Black Pampas 
looked like winning he cocked his. tail, 
threw up his head, and gave best to q 
gelding twice his own age. 

Nasr-ed-Din is owned by Frank More 
O’Ferrall of the Anglo-Irish Bloodstock 
Agency. The colt is by Nasrullah out of 
Chloris by Beresford. There have beep 
times when [ was in two minds about his 
courage but he has ability and stamina, 
He struck off slowly but Smirke left him 
alone and had worked into a challenging 
position as they went into the Dip. Up 
the hill Nasr-ed-Din lengthened his stride 
to win a trifle cleverly from Brambling. 
First and second are good-looking colts 
with sufficient scope to train on. 

Brambling will be a good-looking 3-year. 
old and has given me the impression he 
has not been hard trained this season. He 
is by Watling Street out of Great Tit. dam 
of Tite Street. a good but temperamental 
horse with the use of only one eye. Bramb- 
ling should make good progress. The pair 
so completely outclassed the others that 
Iduna was a matter of six lengths behind 
the second. 

The Aga Khan won the Dalham Stakes 
with Dust Devil. The colt) was not ser 
ously troubled and won with something in 
hand. He is by Stardust out of Udaipur, 
winner of the Oaks and dam of Umiddad. 
Naishapur, Airway. and Sonibai. Next 
dam. Uganda. was not only a_ high-class 
performer but has been a notable brood

Quick Reward, beat such horses as Busher, *“Olhaverry, Honeymoon, Occupy, Triplicate, 
Best Effort, and many others. Quick Reward won six races at two, and was a stakes winner at 
3 and 4. He placed in stakes at five and is one of his sire’s top money-winning sons. 


Reaping Reward, second best 2-year-old of his year, was 14th on the 1947 list of lead- 
ing sires. In 1948, he has risen to 10th position with the four stakes horses, May Reward, Star 
Reward, Fertile Lands, and Eternal Reward. In 1943, Reaping Reward was second in number 
of 2-year-old winners with 14; and in 1944, he topped the list.

He was fol- 
lowed by the Felstead filly. Overstone. 
M. Marcel Boussae hoped to win the 
Houghton Stakes. run over a mile, with 
Merveil 2nd. by Djebel out of Samos. The 
colt had won over the distance in France 
but after being in front for close on seven 
furlongs he was completely outpointed by 
Lord Rosebery’s Bobo. This colt is a 
half brother to Hobo. now at the stud in 
South Africa. and is by Big Game out 
of Flapper. by Felstead out of Fancy Free. 
dam of Blue Peter. Bobo is a dapper 
chestnut colt and this was the first: time 
he had been tested for stamina. He came 
out of the ordeal with flying colours. 
Merveil 2nd has more scope than some 
of the stock of Djebel. 1 believe the co!t 
has some eye affliction but whether that 
will affect his future remains to be seen. 
Third place was taken by the good-looking 
Orthodox colt Orphean but like all the 
others he was very tired before the finish. 
Mr. William Woodward's Lone Eagle 
was another who found the distance more 
than he could manage. Even so he should 
not be condemned. He is a well grown 
colt still’in the developing stage. It will 
not be until next year that he will find his 
full streneth. When he does he will belie 
his looks if he is not capable of winning 
good races. He now finished fourth and 
that was as much as could have been ex- 
pected in his present unfinished state. 


CAMBRIDGESHIRE. The bookmak- 
ers found a result to their liking in the 
Cambridgeshire. So many backers had 
coupled the Cesarewiteh winner Woodburn 
in doubles with Speciality and Explorer 
that they dominated the market. Neither 
ever held out the slightest hope. Special- 
ity ran a very poor race and though Ex- 
plorer joined the leaders at the end of 
seven furlongs he at once beat a hasty re- 
treat. The finish was left to Sterope and 
Royal Tara. They had a fine struggle up 
the hill but the weight told on Royal Tara 
and he went under by half a length. There 
was an objection for boring but it was 
quickly overruled. 

Sterope is owned by a Preston business 
man. He had only bought the colt in July 
and is credited with having won £150.000 
in bets. Originally Sterope was bought by 
Mrs. Sofer Whitburn as a yearling for 170 
guineas. She sent the colt to Harry Wrage 
who was then setting up as a_ trainer. 
Wragg broke the colt in but finding him- 
self short of labour he asked another for- 
mer jockey. Rufus Beasley. if he could 
take a couple to train for Mrs. Whitburn. 
One of them was Sterope who has been 
such a model of consistency that he has 
never been out of the first three in 15 
races. He was ridden by Harry Wrage’s 
apprentice.

Only 
three were left in at the final acceptance 
and Vie Day was allowed to walk over, 
Auralia had been slightly lame and 
though Laurentis was on the spot it was 
feared he might break down.

AUSTRALIA, by Gwyn Jones 


Stewards Suspend 
Leading Jockey 


MELBOURNE 

These are sensational days in racing in 
Australia. with disqualifications of leading 
racing identities sandwiched with the big 
spring season in Melbourne. 

No greater sensation has occurred in 
this country for many years than the dis- 
qualification for two years in Melbourne 
last week of the crack jockey Darby 
Munro. the leading Sydney trainer Danny 
Lewis. and the millionaire owner. Mr. 
Frank Spurway. over the running of Vaga- 
bond (Balloch—Blandsong) at Caulfield 
on October 16. 

Vagabond started in a race named the 
Burwood Handicap for 3-year-olds. After 
being last until the straight entrance. he 
flew home to be second in a camera finish 
to Ellerslie (by Foxbrodge). 

The stewards opened an inquiry on the 
course and adjourned it for several days. 
Then they handed out two years each to 
Munro. Lewis. and Spurway for alleged 
improper practices with the running of 
Vagabond, which was included in’ the 
“sentence.” 

Appeals were lodged immediately. but 
unless they were successful, Vagabond 
would not be able to run in the Victoria 
Derby or the Melbourne Cup in which he 
was fancied greatly by his connections 
an dthe public. 

Munro has been the leading rider in 
Australia for many years and has ridden 
the winners of three Melbourne Cup%. 
Lewis. who is aged 74 years. has trained 
the winners of five Sydney Cups. 

Mr. Spurway has been a prominent own- 
er for more than 25 years and bets well on 
his own horses. He told the stewards he 
had only £40 on Vagabond at Caulfield as 
he did not think the colt would handle the 
left-handed way of galloping at his first 
start in Melbourne. In Sydney. the horses 
race anti-clockwise. 


Two days after the Vagabond affair. the 
leading Sydney trainer George Johnson 
was disqualified for life for alleged im- 
proper practices with the 4-year-old New- 
borough (by Emborough, sire of Bern- 
borough) following the taking of a swab 
from Newborough at Randwick on Octo- 
ber 6. 

Johnson telephoned a client. Mr. B. B. 
Lawson. shortly after the stewards’ de- 
cision and Mr. Lawson, who was suffering 
from a weak heart. collapsed and died 
when he heard the news. 

Other leading jockeys are in the wars 
and will miss the Melbourne Cup meeting. 
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Jack Purtell. who won the last Melbourne 
Cup on the grey Hiraji is suffering from 
a broken thumb suffered in a race fall. 
A. Breasley. the best rails rider in the 
land. injured his back when his mount 
fell in a race at Caulfield on October 16. 


TEN LAWYERS. On August 21. at 
Flemington, a horse named Dick Turpin 
was swabbed and an analysis revealed 
benezedrine. His owner. Syd Lyons. a 
bookmaker: Trainer Bill) Duncan. best 
rider in Australia in his day; and J. 
Hayes. foreman of Dunecan’s training es- 
tablishment. were warned off the Turf. 

They appealed and the case is still pro- 
ceeding. No fewer than ten lawyers have 
been appearing for the appellants in their 
appeal to the committee of the Victoria 
Racing Club. leading Turf body in Mel- 
bourne. Finality was to be reached later 
this week. 


THE RECENT RACES. Following a 
week of spring rains and cold winds. Sat- 
urday, October 23. turned out quite fine 
and more than 48.000 people turned up 
at Moonee Valley for the Moonee Valley 
Gold Cup running. 

They wagered more than £148.000 on 
the tote. This was close to the track rec- 
ord of £153.737. The secretary at the Val- 
ley is Bill Cox. known to many of you in 
Lexington, and he was delighted with a 
record cup day from an attendance stand- 
point. 


HOWE. 1 previously reported the big 
New Zealander. Howe. would have won the 
Caulfield Cup if he had been ridden with 
more restraint by Darby Munro. who 
ruined the horse’s chances by going to the 
front five furlongs from home to be beaten 
narrowly by Red Fury (Enfield— 
Ravenna). 

As [ have mentioned. Munro fell foul of 
the stewards after the cup race and Har- 
old Badger was substituted for him on 
Howe (Defoe—Malmsley) in the Moonee 
Valley Gold Cup. Backers fell over each 
other to get on Howe. which started at 9 
to 4. At no stage of the final five furlongs 
was Howe in danger of defeat. 

Badger rode Howe as he should have 
been ridden in the Caulfield Cup. with the 
result that he swung into the short straight 
with a winning lead and raced right away 
to defeat the huge Sydney gelding Karachi 
(Neptune—Sudan) and another Sydney- 
sider in Steady (Mr. Standfast—Sure 
Step). 

Howe is now favorite for the Melbourne 
Cup to be run at Flemington on November 
2 and I think the winner of Australia’s 
greatest race will come from him. the 3- 
year-old Carbon Copy (Helios—Havers). 
or Steady. Howe is a huge fellow, not 
unlike Phar Lap (Night Raid—Entreaty ) 


in some respects and he is definitely 
stayer above the ordinary. 


| The 66-to-1 outsider Rimfire won the 
two-mile Melbourne Cup. His time was 
3:21, a new record, over a heavy track, 
Darke Marne finished a nose behind him, 
Saxony was third. Howe, under 13] 
pounds. was favorite. His bid in the 
stretch failed to land him in the money, 
Rimfire carried 100 pounds. | 


He carried 121 pounds like a feathe 
in the Valley Gold Cup but has been pen. 
alized for the Melbourne Cup. his weight 
now being 131, or exact weight-for-age for 
two miles. It has not ruined his chance 
of winning the big race which is worth the 
record sum of £12.800 this year. 


HELIOS. Some top horses lined up for 
the W. S. Cox Plate. a standard weight. 
for-age race of ten furlongs. It was won 
by the Victoria Derby favorite Carbon 
Copy. 

The Cox Plate was a triumph for sons 
of the Hyperion horse Helios. Three of 
them—Carbon Copy, Phoibos, and Beay 
Gem—filled the places in that order and 
although the honors of the race were with 
him, Carbon Copy was lucky to win. 

Phoibos started favorite at 7 to 4 with 
Carbon Copy at 11 to 2. Entering the 
straight. Beau Gem was in front on the 
rails with Phoibos on the outside of him, 
Carbon Copy was trailing two or three 
lengths behind and at this stage it seemed 
as if he would have to be switched to the 
outside. 

A second later Beau Gem shifted out 
under pressure and this was the green 
light for Badger to shoot Carbon Copy 
through a heaven-sent opening. Phoibos 
got clear of Beau Gem. but just as he had 
got to the front, Carbon Copy shaded him 
with his run on the rails. Carbon Copy re- 
cently won the £10,000 AJC Derby at 
Randwick and is the best 3-year-old in the 
land. He is so named because of his strik- 
ing resemblance to his grandsire, Hy- 
perion, 

Lungi (Dhoti—Chapani) which had 
ruled as Melbourne Cup favorite for three 
months. broke down during a gallop last 
week and will never race again. I would 
hate to add up what this meant to the pre: 
post bookmakers. 

Old St. Fairy (St. Magnus—Fairy Prin- 
cess) is evergreen. He bobbed up a wil 
ner again at the Valley on October 16 to 
carry his stakes-winnings to £24,437 for 
owner O. R. Porter. 


In Brisbane on October 16 a winner Was 
Otairi. who. it is claimed, is a son of 
*Bernborough, but this claim is not recog: 
nized by the Brisbane racing authorities. 
It was his first start and he won easily. 
He was once known as Mr. Bernie but this 
name was disallowed.

A horse of great speed and rare courage, Lovely Night won four allowance 
races and two handicaps at two. At three he won five of his nine starts in- 
cluding the Constitution, Queens County, Empire City and Butler Handicap, set- 
ting a new track record of 1:57 2/5 for 1 3/16 miles. 

He defeated such great horses as Heelfly, Fighting Fox, Hash, Heather 
Broom, Porter’s Mite, *Isolater, and Sickle T. 

Lovely Night did not race at four and only started a couple of times at five. 
At six he won his first four starts in jumping races—he won the Amagansett, 
Cagliostro Hurdle Handicaps and Shillelah Steeplechase Handicap, and finished 
second in the Broad Hollow Steeplechase Handicap. 

His dam, Snooze, won seven races and also produced the stakes winners, 
Pompey’s Pillar, Royal Nap, Scholarship, and Slumber Song. 

Lovely Night entered the stud in 1943. His first crop of eight foals, now 
three-year-olds, five of which have started, include the stakes winners Lovely 
Imp (Polly Drummond Stakes), Sweet Dream (Gazelle Stakes), Ekard (handi- 
cap winner), and the winners Miss Loretta, Varodi (at 2 and 3), and Vim. His- 
two year-old winners, 1948, are Miboys Sugar and Charm Prince. 

For the 1949 season, Lovely Night will stand at $500, money refunded if 
mare is not in foal October 1. Also standing at High Hope Farm are the stal- 
lions Vincentive and Pass Out.

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The Cub Mare’s 
Family in 1838 


John L. O'Connor. America’s leading 
authority on the early history of the Thor- 
oughbred horse, for many years has made 
it a hobby to collect source material on 
the pedigrees of American race horses. 
The exhibit set out below was copied by 
him from the Spirit of the Times of July 
14, 1838 (vol. 8, No. 22) and forwarded to 
Tue Bioop-Horse. 

Exhibits such as this. including also 
advertisements and private records. have 
been the source of every Thoroughbred 
stud book in the world. The research 
which followed publication of the various 
stud books has shown many of the official- 
ly accepted entries to be in error. No 
stud book is free of these errors. 

The material here reprinted is of inter- 
est to Turf historians because it is a sec- 
tion of the history of the most influential 
pre-Revolution family in America, that of 
the imported mare by Cub. 

The Cub mare herself was identifiable in 
the General Stud Book, and so was * Wild- 
air. the sire of her most noted daughter. 
the good race mare here referred to as 
Old Slamerkin (also called Maria Slamer- 
kin or plain Slamerkin). But in the sue- 
cessive generations the family accumu- 
lated more and more crosses of American 
stock whose English origins were not re- 
corded in the General Stud Book. 

Descendants of the Cub mare have dis- 
tinguished themselves in American racing 
for a century and a half. But the most bril- 
liant efflorescence of the family in this 
century has been in Europe, where it got 
into the General Stud Book (through Cat- 
nip) just before the “Jersey Act” closed 
the gates against American stock. Nearco, 
the leading sire in England, and his fa- 
mous half brother Niccolo dell’Arca, now 
also in England, are sons of Nogara. 
daughter of Catnip. The mare Indiana 
in the following list was the ninth dam of 
Catnip.

Tourbillon Colt Wins Criterium; 
Son of *Easton Shows Promise 


The Grand Criterium at Longchamp is 
usually the race which plays the largest 
part in determining the leadership among 
2-year-olds in France. It is frequently 
compared with the Futurity at Belmont 
Park, and this is correct in that it is the 
most important race in the 2-year-old di- 
vision. However. there are important dif- 
ferences. The Grand Criterium is at a 
distance of about a mile, and there are no 
concessions in the weights. Colts carry 
56 kilograms (123.3 pounds), fillies 55 
(121). Under these conditions the race 
is a more dependable guide to probable 
3-year-old form than the Futurity, which 
is at a shorter distance and allows consid- 
erable differences in weights. 

The winner this year was Marcel Bous- 
sac’s Ambiorix, which pulled away in the 
stretch to win easily by two lengths. Andre 
Lombard’s Coast Guard was second, but 
he was almost caught by R. B. Strassbur- 
ger’s Le Texas, which finished very fast. 
Nine others ran, among them the favorite. 
Leon Volterra’s Amour Drake, winner of 
the Prix Morny at Deauville.

The Criterium adds another paragraph 
to the brilliant record of Tourbillon, which 
is now 20 years of age. Lavendula, the 
dam of Ambiorix, was foaled in 1930, and 
she and her dam scuttled across the Eng- 
lish Channel many times. As a 2-year-old 
Lavendula won three races in France, and 
in the Handicap Optional (Free Handi- 
cap) she was assigned 55 kilograms, plac- 
ing her among the best fillies of the year. 
(Pantalon, sire of *Talon, was at the top 
of the Optional in 1932 with 62 kilos.) 

Lavendula’s unraced daughter Perfume, 
a 2-year-old the year the Germans took 
over France, is the dam of Sayani, one of 
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the outstanding middle-distance perform- 
ers of recent years in France and England. 


LE TEXAS. The colt which was a fast- 
closing third in the Criterium will be of 
interest to American readers. Bred by the 
international sportsman Ralph Beaver 
Strassburger, he was foaled March 11, 
1946, at the Elray Farm of Mr. and Mrs. 
G. R. Bryson at Kingsville, Md. The 
strong manner in which he was moving at 
the finish of the Grand Criterium suggests 
that he may be one of the best colts by F. 
Wallis Armstrong’s stallion *Easton.

BROODMARE SIRES. This issue of 
THE Bioop-Horse includes statistics on 
broodmare sires in 1948. Figures such as 
these have their value, and are a tradi- 
tional fixture in every racing country. But 
among all the records of racing, they are 
probably the most difficult to evaluate 
properly. 

The wide scatter of probability in Thor- 
oughbred breeding is well known to breed- 
ers. They know that Man o’ War, Sara- 
zen, Alsab, Count Fleet, and Market Wise 
are at the extreme end of the range of 
probability—but nevertheless the possi- 
bility is always there. They know also 
that there is some degree of dependability 


in the appraisal of breeding stock. Onee 
a good sire of dams is discovered by actual 
progeny test, or tentatively indicated by 
racing class. the breeder knows that the 
odds in favor of more good horses from 
such parents have been shortened. 

In a broodmare sire list, however, we 
must make heavy allowances typ 
counts, 


(1) METHOD. When we attempt to 
measure broodmare sires by the perform. 
ances of their grandchildren, we are leay. 
ing out of account five of the six nearest 
ancestors. Using the old Galton law of 
ancestral influence, we have a situation 
something after the manner of the folloy. 
ing pedigree:

The genetic basis of this “law” need not 
be considered here. But in effect it says 
that one-half the characteristics of the pro- 
geny are from the two parents. One-half 
of the remaining half are from the four 
grandparents. One-half of the remaining 
quarter are from the eight great-grand- 
parents. And so on. 

In making up a broodmare sire list it 
is as if we were trying to calculate the un- 
known x without knowing any of the other 
values in the pedigree. 

Manifestly, since environmental factors 
(nutrition, disease, training, accidents, 
etc.) further clutter up the picture, we 
cannot measure x by applying a rule 
which has no means of separating all the 
other factors from the measurement. 

But Galton’s law is a very rough meas- 
ure. It has been vastly improved upon by 
the statistical techniques of modern geneti- 
cists. Dr. Jay L. Lush (in Animal Breed- 
ing Plans) says: 


If the parent’s heredity is not known, it is 
still true in the technical statistical sense of 
the word that the individual is “determined” 
1/16 by each of its grandparents. . . . But if 
the parent’s heredity is known, knowledge of 
the grandparents adds nothing to the knowl- 
edge of the individual. That which could be 
predicted from a knowledge of the grandpar- 
ent is included in that which can be predicted 
from a complete knowledge of the parent. 


(There are, of course, some sex-linked 
factors which tend to make sons resemble 
their dams a little more than they resem 
ble their sires, and vice versa. But there 
is no reason to suppose that in the Thor- 
oughbred these sex-linked factors play 4 
major part in determining racing class. 
And such small influence as they would 
have would be equally divided between the 
maternal grandsire and_ the paternal 
granddam.

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would be to make colts a little more like 
their maternal grandsires and fillies a lit- 
tle more like their paternal granddams. 
But I would not suggest that anyone de- 
pend upon that fact; the little is entirely 
too little to bother with, insofar as present 
knowledge lets us understand the matter.) 

What Dr. Lush says. in effect. is that 
after you have a mare which runs as fast 
as Alcibiades and produces such progeny 
as she has had. there is nothing to be 
gained by knowing about her ancestors. 

The individual parent is the thing which 
must be measured. It is extremely difh- 
cult to measure the influence of the indi- 
vidual grandparent. And, if we know 
about the parents, it is pointless to at- 
tempt measuring the grandparents. 

However, when we don’t know much 
about the parent we must base our 
guesses on the grandparents. This is 
where the broodmare sire list is helpful, in 
some degree, because we generally have 
a considerable fund of information as to 
the merit of the ancestor in that quarter 
of the pedigree. 


(2) DATA. The other main difficulty 
with statistics on broodmare sires is their 
incompleteness. We can add up the gross 
earnings, but we don’t know how many 
horses it took to run up the total. The 
text here is too plain to need a sermon. 

I have no means of remedying this sit- 
uation at the moment, though some day I 
may be fool enough to attempt it. 


As a sort of stop-gap means of making 
a rough-estimate of what the statistics sig- 
nify, | suggest dividing the earnings by 
the number of winners. This will give 
figures like $9,511 for *Challenger 2nd. 
$6.311 for Man o’ War. $6.640 for *Blen- 
heim 2nd, $6,834 for Chance Play. $5,171 
for Blue Larkspur. $4.079 for Black 
Toney. $4.782 for *Bull Dog, etc.. ete. 

A lot of variables. of course. remain 
unaccounted for in this calculation. It 
is the roughest sort of a measure. But it 
is at least a makeshift refinement on the 
gross totals, and more dependable. 

The results arrived at in this fashion 
will sometimes appear to be a random 
scatter rather than a definite pattern. That 
is what they should be. Even if we had 
full statistics, we would still find more 
scatter than pattern because of the factors 
mentioned above under (1). 

Examination of the records of great 
broodmare sires will show that in many 
cases their averages do not correspond 
with their great reputations. This is not 
because of any lack of merit on the part 
of the sire, but is due in large measure to 
the fact that, after a horse has established 
a reputation. there is a rush to breed not 
only his good daughters, but all the others. 
This is. of course. the only way to find the 
good ones among the “others,” but the 
finding is an expensive process. 

The trick in breeding horses is to find 
the right individual, whether by good judg- 
ment or good luck, and on this basis the

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breeder who survives the mounting compe. 
tition of today must build his hopes of 
success. 


YET HOW MANY! <Audax. the very 
knowledgeable racing commentator for 
London’s Horse and Hound, was philoso. 
phizing recently on the subject of heredity, 


It is also. I think, interesting to consider 
how far the study of plant genetics helps us, 
Most of the basic principles have been derived 
from the study of peas, beans, and suchlike. 
Taking a big jump forward, a raiser, once he 
has established a strain, rogues ruthlessly any 
which fall short of standard, knowing that if 
he does not the strain will deteriorate. 

If we applied this principle to racehorses we 
might soon have none left. The leading breed- 
ers use the best stallions and mares from the 
best lines of blood: but having these lines in 
their studs they do not automatically weed out 
all fillies that fail on the racecourse. The 
plant breeder, following rigidly a proved sys. 
tem, presumably would. 

Yet how many great horses would never have 
been bred if breeders had adopted this ruth- 
less plan? Isonomy and Isinglass, to mention 
but two. It is an interesting point, particularly 
when one finds that the worst racehorse of sev- 
eral sisters or half-sisters turns out to be the 
best broodmare. . Nevertheless, though we 
might lose some good horses thereby, I feel we 
would gain in the long run if we ruthlessly 
eliminated all those that are unsound. 


The point about “how many great horses 
would never have been bred if breeders 
had adopted this ruthless plan” is well 
taken, of course. It is the principal hope 
and solace of the average breeder. I have 
no quarrel with it, for heredity is much too 
chancy to lay down rules of ruthlessness. 

But there is a corollary which somehow 
always seems to escape attention: how 
many great horses have we failed to breed 
because we were not ruthless enough? For 
myself. I am confident that we have missed 
a dozen times more Hyperions and. Tour- 
billons than we have gained in Isonomys 
and Isinglasses. 

Consider the breeding of Tourbillon as 
shown in the pedigree on page 408. The 
details need not be laid out here, but in 
the first three generations of Tourbillon’s 
ancestry there is only one mare—Basse 
Terre—which was not possessed of high 
racing class. 

The reason we have so few great horses 
with such pedigrees is simple: we do not 
have many such pedigrees. 

If we had more breeding along this line. 
we would still have an occasional Sarazen 
or Reigh Count or Alsab, but the proper: 
tion of such random finds of gold would 
become smaller. Whether that would be 
better or worse I don’t know. 

When an individual has class. its pros- 
pects for breeding are good. When the 
parents also had class, the prospects are 
better. When class is solid through three 
generations of ancestors, the prospects are 
about as good as possible. This generali- 
zation is not invalidated either by the fact 
that some such horses may fail to breed 
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oe showed speed at all distances—from 6 furlongs when he was called 
on during the early stages of a race and up to 2 and 2% miles. At 
Hialeah Park in 1947 *Talon went six furlongs in 1:10 4/5 (a head behind the 
pacemaker, Kingarvie) and he led at the mile in 1:37. In the Widener Handicap 
Armed (129) went the first mile in 1:36 with “Talon three lengths back, and the 
1% mile in 2:01 3/5 (mew track record time) with *Talon second, two lengths 
behind. 

In the 1 1/8 mile San Antonio Handicap at Santa Anita *Talon (122) beat 
17 others in 1:49 2/5—four-fifths off track record time. At Belmont in the two- 
mile Jockey Club Gold Cup ‘Talon gave Phalanx seven pounds, lost by a 
nose in four-fifths off track record time. “Talon won more money in North 
America than any other South American-bred horse—$270,575.

LEXINGTON LINE. Last March there 
was a letter from Dr. J. D. Reichard. for- 
mer head of the United States Public 
Health Service Hospital (“Narcotic 
Farm”) at Lexington. Dr. Reichard 
wanted to know— 


Why do people say that the Lexing- 
ton strain has nearly died out? Or. 
that in Utah, or Nebraska. or some 
other highly improbable location. 
someone is trying to build it up? ... 
Are people so unrealistic that they re- 
fuse to count descent through the “dis- 
taff” side? After all. genes are genes. 
and probably the dam_ contributes 
more than the sire. since her physi- 
ology during gestation may make or 
break the product... . 


That’s right. Genes are genes. And 
Lexington remains the most influential an- 
cestor in American pedigrees since the 
Civil War. Technically it doesn’t matter 
a tinker’s dam what becomes of a male 
line. But there has been a tremendous 
amount of concern over them. mostly. I 
think. simply because they happen to be 
the easiest thing to follow in a pedigree. 

But in the case of the Lexington line. 
the efforts to keep it alive. insofar as I 
know. are strictly on a sentimental basis. 
In this connection. I received a few weeks 
ago the following letter from Walter B. 
Prendergast. Chicago attorney: 

Your Pedigree Points are always interesting 
features in THe Bioop-Horse. was particu- 
larly interested in your article of October 2. 
in which you said, “The Lexington and Hindoo 
lines were exterminated in the U. S. A. and 
are nowhere to be found.” 

I realize that you were speaking as a gen- 
eral and practical proposition and meant that 
these lines were no longer an important factor 
in our breeding structure. With that fact I 
have no contention. However. [believe that 
the flat assertion that these lines have been 
exterminated and are nowhere to be found will 
be challenged in some quarters. and someday 
representatives of one or both of these lines 
might arise themselves to confront you. 

I would not be surprised if you should hear 
from some of the owners of some of the sons 


of Wise Counsellor, who was the most con. 
spicuous representative of the Hindoo line jp 
recent years. Neither would I be surprised jf 
you should hear from Mr. D. J. Frame of Re. 
liance, South Dakota, owner of Rey El Rio, 
who is the last living sire of the Lexington line. 

My interest in this subject will be explained 
by the fact that I own three yearling sons of 
Rey El Rio (foals of 1947), which I now have 
on my farm near Chicago. I am not optimis. 
tic enough or foolish enough to hope that these 
three colts will restore the Lexington line to 
its position of dominance during the past cen. 
tury. However, I do hope that they will revive 
the line sufficiently to keep it going for many 
years to come. Few of the get of Rey El Rio 
have had opportunities on the race track, but 
it is my intention that these three colts shall be 
given a chance. 

I might call your attention to the fact that 
a son of Rey El Rio named Rey El Tierra was 
a winner last year at two and has also won 
two races to my knowledge this year at three. 
Of course, he did not beat Citation. 

THe Broop-Horst on February 21, 1948. 
carried an article about my purchase of these 
colts from Mr. Frame. In addition to being 
direct male-line descendants of Lexington, these 
colts carry five other crosses to that great foun- 
dation sire. I became interested in the Lex. 
ington line through Frank Butzow of Chicago, 
who frequently writes for THe BLoop-Horse 
and who on several occasions has written arti- 
eles on the threatened extinction of such sire 
lines as those of Lexington and *Leamington. 
It might interest you to know that Mr. Butzow 
has a weanling colt by Rey El Rio which ear- 
ries sixteen crosses to Lexington. 

I might add that these colts are excellent in- 
dividuals, of good size and conformation and 
with splendid feet and legs. Incidentally, 
they resemble each other like peas in a_ pod, 
which speaks something for the prepotency of 
their sire. 

I intend to turn these colts over to Tom B. 
Young of Lexington to train. That fact alone is 
of interest to those who recall that Mr. Young’s 
father. the late Col. Milton Young. owned Hin- 
doo’s great son, Hanover, whose ‘line you say 
is nowhere to be found. 

You will understand that my purpose in try- 
ing to do something with these colts is experi- 
mental and that I am not attempting to per- 
form any miracle in’ breeding.

Friar Rock: A Winner at Two, 
He Improved Greatly at Three 


When August Belmont sold Friar Rock 
to John E. Madden at the end of the 1916 
racing season, the unthinking were prone 
to criticize the chairman of The Jockey 
Club for his action in selling one of the 
best horses he had ever bred. 

Friar Rock was by *Rock Sand—* Fairy 
Gold. by Bend Or. He therefore was a 
half brother to Fair Play. Those who 
criticized Mr. Belmont apparently were 
ignorant of the fact the majority of the 
best mares at the Nursery Stud were by 
either *Rock Sand or by Fair Play. 

Friar Rock was foaled in 1913. just 
about the time racing was being revived 
in New Yerk State. Like his half brother 
Fair Play he was a chestnut. which is one 
of the reasons I attribute to *Fairy Gold 
the major share of the excellence of these 
half brothers. Hastings. a brown, never 
sired a son that was half as good as Fair 
Play. and bar Tracery, none of *Rock 
Sand’s sons in this country was strictly 
first-class. The best of the others was 
possibly Trap Rock. As both Tracery and 
Trap Rock were out of the same mare, 
*Topiary, by Orme. possibly the dam in 
these instances is entitled to at least half 
the credit. 


Friar Rock had a large star. His coat 
was liberally sprinkled with black spots. 
called the “Pantaloon spots.” His de- 
scendants Pilate, Eight Thirty, and Platter 
also sport them. Friar Rock was a very 
well made horse. His neck. it is true. was 
a bit short. and his hocks stuck out be- 
hind. but he was finely made and no one 
ever cavilled at his appearance. 

He was trained by Sam Hildreth the two 
seasons he raced. At two he won five 
races, was once second, once third. and 
five times unplaced in 12 starts, earned 
the modest sum of $5,000. Among his 
victories were the Whirl Stakes. which 
was run at Belmont in 1915. Lorac was 
second, Air Man third. At Saratoga he 
whipped Achievement and Kilmer in the 
Adirondack Handicap, but he was no 
match for Dominant in the Saratoga Spe- 
cial. In fact. Foxhall P. Keene’s Puss in 
Boots whipped him for second honors. 


It is obvious, therefore, that his form 
at two was not outstanding. It is equally 
true he improved materially in his second 
racing season. At three he ran nine times, 
won four races, was third in two, and un- 
placed in three, earning but $15,275. 


His four victories, however. were scored 
in important stakes—the Suburban Handi- 
cap and the Belmont Stakes, both at Bel. 
mont Park, the Brooklyn Handicap at 
Aqueduct. and the Saratoga Cup at Sara. 
toga. 

In the Suburban Handicap, he was rid. 
den- by Mack Garner, and was in well 
enough with 101 pounds, eight pounds be. 
low the scale. He had a partner in the 
five-year-old gelding Stromboli, carrying 
123. The entry was favorite at 7 to 5. Top 
weight was 127 pounds, on the 4-year-old 
The Finn. Sharpshooter carried 109, 
Hauberk 101, and *Short Grass 117. Friar 
Rock won by 2% lengths from *Short 
Grass, which closed with a rush as was 
his wont. Stromboli was third, the time 
only fair—2:05. 

Six days later Friar Rock went under to 
Spur and Churchill in the Withers. All 
carried 118 pounds. The time was 1:38%5. 
As a result of this race Spur started favor- 
ite for the Belmont Stakes, at even money. 
Friar Rock, ridden by Everett Haynes, 
was easy to back at 5 to 2. Foxhall P. 
Keene started Churchill, ridden by Frank 
Keogh. He was 6 to 1. Harry Payne 
Whitney’s *Chicle, ridden by Joe Notter. 
was 8 to 1. Apparently the longer dis- 
tance suited Friar Rock better—on that 
occasion the Belmont was run at 1% 
miles. Friar Rock won rather easily by 
three lengths from Spur, with Churchill 
third.

Butwell up, was 
favorite at 11 to 5. Pennant. 5, 123, rid- 
den by Joe Notter, was 7 to 1. *Short 
Grass carried 117 and was second choice 
around 5 to 2: Slumber 2nd (111). 
Tommy McTaggart up. Sand Marsh 
(113). Achievement (103). and Churchill 
(103) completed the field. 

Slumber 2nd made the early pace. 
Roamer was within striking distance. as 
were the lightweights and Pennant. Friar 
Rock was sixth at the end of the first three- 
quarters and *Short Grass trailed. En- 
tering the long stretch, Friar Rock began 
to pick up his rivals, Roamer and Pennant 
began closing ground and *Short Grass 
moved strongly. 

Roamer hung in the last furlong and 
wound up fifth. Friar Rock showed in 
front at the eighth-pole and went on to 
win by two lengths from Pennant. which 
was 11% lengths in front of Slumber 2nd. 
*Short Grass was beaten a neck for third 
honors. The time, 1:50, was a new track 
record. 

In the Saratoga Handicap, Hildreth 
started two—Stromboli (121), and Friar 
Rock (107). The 3-year-old was rather 
leniently treated, considering his three 
stakes victories. Ed Crump had 123. It 
was in this renewal of the Saratoga Handi- 
cap that Regret suffered her first defeat. 
Carrying top weight by the scale (123) 
and starting favorite, she led for half the 
distance, then collapsed. Stromboli went 
on to win. Ed Crump was second and 
Friar Rock third. 

Friar Rock was seen in competition for 
the last time in the Saratoga Cup, 154 
miles. Roamer carried 127 pounds. was 
second choice at 9 to 2. and was ridden 
by Butwell. The Finn, 4, 126, Andy 
Schuttinger up. was the odds-on choice at 
9 to 10. Friar Rock, 113. John McTag- 
gart up. was second choice at 17 to 10. 

The Finn led for half the distance, with 
Friar Rock forcing the pace. The 3-year- 
old wore the black colt down in the mid- 
dle of the last turn and showed in front. 
At this point Schuttinger was sending 
Roamer along and the little gelding got to 
within a head of the 3-year-old a hundred 
yards out, but Friar Rock shook Roamer 
off and drew out to win by two lengths, 
with The Finn, sobbing his heart out, in 
third place, six lengths farther back. 


SOLD TO MADDEN. Shortly after 
this August Belmont sold Friar Rock to 
John E. Madden for a reported price of 
$50,000. He was retired to Hamburg 
Place, where he made his first season in 
1917. 

Not a great while later George Strate 
came to Kentucky seeking to buy a stal- 
lion for the California sportsman John H. 
Rosseter. Friar Rock was the only horse 
Strate saw that he liked. He asked Mad- 
den if the horse was for sale, and if so, 
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for how much. Madden said Friar Rock 
could be purchased for $60,000. the 
deal was made. 

However. Madden later met Rosseter in 
New York and bought back a half-interest 
in the horse. It was stipulated that Friar 
Rock would make two seasons at the 
Wickiup Ranch in California and then 
come back to Kentucky for two seasons. 
When the first two-year period was up. 
Mr. Rosseter declined to return the horse 
to Madden. The latter sued. claiming 
breach of contract. 

The verdict was in Madden's favor with 
rather heavy judgments against Mr. Ross- 
eter. This phase of the matter was settled 
out of court and Friar Rock returned to 
Madden. While in California, Friar Rock 
sired what was probably his best son. the 
unbeaten Inchcape. whose history will be 
touched on later. 


Madden had sold The Finn to W. R. Coe 
and this sire died at the Shoshone Stud. 
so Mr. Coe bought Friar Rock for $130.- 
000. But Friar Rock died after making 
a few seasons at the Shoshone Stud. where 
he sired Pilate, which has done very well 
as a sire. It is said Friar Rock died as 
the result of improper insertion of the 
rubber tube used in worming him. He 
also sired the stakes winners Rockminster. 
Friar’s Hope, Friar’s Carse, Yarn. Regis- 
trar, Polydorus, Flint Stone. and other 
winners and producers. 


Citation’s Sysonby 
Recalls Sir Barton 


“He runs cheerful—with his ears 
pricked.” Frank Hackett. who during 
more than half a century around Thor. 
oughbreds has seen many great ones, was 
speaking of Citation, as who. is not today, 

“IT guess he’s the best I’ve ever seen,” 
Hackett said. “Man o° War was a fast 
horse and a great horse, but Citation, I be. 
lieve. tops him.” 

Like Trainer Jimmy Jones. Hackett was 
particularly impressed by Citation’s per. 
formance in the Sysonby Mile at Belmont 
Park’s Fall meeting. “He was four lengths 
off the leaders as they passed the half-mile 
pole, and in another two furlongs he was 
two lengths in front, and he won eased up 
by three.” 

Hackett. a sort of equine room clerk at 
Belmont Park, which stables the majority 
of the horses racing in the New York area, 
also acts as counsellor and father con- 
fessor to many young horsemen. “When 
you have an opinion about a_ horse,” 
Hackett said, “you’ve got to have some- 
thing to go on, and Citation gives you 
plenty. It appears he can do anything, 
take the track or come from behind, and 
he has more than one run. I knew another

horse that could make more than one ry 
—that was Sir Barton.” 

In between telephone calls, discussioy 
of treatment for a filled leg with on 
trainer, and advice on how best to ship ty 
Santa Anita with another, Hackett talked 
about Sir Barton, America’s first Triple 
Crown winner. 

“T was agent for Commander (J. K, L,) 
Ross then. Sir Barton—I called hin 
‘Dempsey’—wasn’t supposed to win the 
Derby. Billy Kelly, one of the best sprint. 
ers we've ever had, and War Pennant 
were the Kentucky Derby horses, but War 
Pennant went wrong and Sir Barton 
started as ‘Kelly’s helper.’ Dempsey was 
still a maiden then. They had hoped to 
win the Walden with him the previous fall. 
but he got kicked so bad one morning he 
just lay down in his stall and we had to 
feed him by hand. 

“Sir Barton had no feet at all, you know, 
His hoofs were so shelly that he lost all 
four plates in the Dwyer—they called jt 
the Brooklyn Derby then—and still he fin. 
ished second to Purchase. 

“John E. Madden, who bred him, paid 
the track superintendent to get those 
plates and a man rode around the track 
on the harrow and picked them up. Sir 
Barton wasn’t a big horse, he only weighed 
850 pounds. He was big-barrelled and 
short-legged, but he could run. In the 
Maryland Handicap that fall, Dempsey 
carried 133 pounds, giving 27 pounds to a 
horse like Mad Hatter. Johnny Loftus— 
he was in here only yesterday—rode him, 
and after the race I asked him why he'd 
moved so soon. I thought sure he'd be 
beat. 

“Loftus said, ‘Frank, I know that horse 
and he can run more than once.’ Loftus 
said he’d only known three other horses 
that could make more than one move— 
Man o’ War, *Hollister, and horse he 
rode in France.’ ” 

Hackett couldn’t recall the name of the 
third horse but a check of the records 
showed his memory to be 100 per cent cor- 
rect on other names, weights, and races. 
“Yes, Dempsey had the heart of a champ 
all right, and if he’d had any feet under 
him there’s no telling how great he’d have 


been. TR, A.

Maryland Average 
Down 26 Per Cent 


In November last year the Maryland 
Horse Breeders’ Association sold 152 
Thoroughbreds for $142,675. last 
week’s series of auctions at Pimlico and 
Timonium 52 more horses were sold for 
81.085 less. In 1947 the average was 
$939. This year’s average was $694— 
down 26 per cent. 

But the market was not weak. Mary- 
landers agreed that it was in line with 
other sales this year. A lot of horses were 
being sent down the drainpipe, but when- 
ever anything with a touch of class or 
promise showed up it got attention, Many 
of the animals sold were on their way out 
of the Thoroughbred breeding picture. 

The Maryland auctions sell mixed lots 
to mixed customers. This year for the 
first time they were under the direction of 
the Fasig-Tipton Company. of New York.

TAXES IN MASSACHUSETTS 


The State of Massachusetts received 
$3.340.442 in taxes from racing at Suffolk 
Downs this year. the Massachusetts State 
Racing Commission reports. Greyhound 
racing was taxed $4.728.431. The most 
substantial contributor from. this source 
was the Revere track near Boston. which 
turned in $3.295.632. Suffolk Downs had 
72 days of racing. the Revere track had 
100. nights. 

Taxes from’ other greyhound tracks and 
from horse racing at small fairs. plus the 
receipts from the Suffolk and Revere 
tracks, brought total taxes to $8.436.139. 
Last year’s taxes from the same sources 
totaled $8.985.531. There were 374 racine 
days in 1948. and 359 in 1947. 

Suffolk Downs showed a decline of S5.- 
128.220 in betting (about 8 per cent) and 
a decline of 58.491 (about 5 per cent) 
in attendance from 1947.

About the smallest was a kid named

pounds in the old days around Chicago 
when they had “Owners” Handicaps.” This 
meant that the owners could put up the 
lightest boy they could find. and_ that 
would be the weight carried by the entry. 
Johnny Woods broke in that way, weigh- 
ing some 75 or 80 pounds. but ironically. 
he died a few years later from the effects 
of reducing too much. Dick Clamson also 
reduced himself into “hasty consumption,” 
his brilliant career only lasting two or 
three seasons. 

One of the hardest-working jocks was 
Harry Cochran. Around 1902. he would 
work a dozen horses in the morning and 
ride five or six in the afternoon. He was 
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one of the few jockeys who was a good 
exercise boy, too. 

The greatest natural race riders were 
Tod Sloan. Grover Cleveland Fuller, and 
3uddy Ensor. Each seemed more at home 
on a horse than on the ground. Fuller, 
for example, was on a spree one night in 
Memphis. upset a hot-dog stand and was 
thrown in the hoosegow. Turned loose the 
next day. he proceeded to Montgomery 
Park. where he was on five or six mounts. 
A bookie who had seen Grover arrested 
the night before “laid” all his mounts, but 
Fuller won four races, one on Little Jack 
Horner, a 20 to 1 shot. I have seen Ensor 
so groggy he could hardly walk, bleary- 
eyed and disheveled, and yet ride three or 
four winners in an afternoon, meanwhile 
drinking milk between races. 

Walter Miller was the best “post” rider. 
Bullman was good, too, and the latter and 
George Odom were without peers as 
powerful finishers. As examples of 
“manliness.” Otto Wonderly was said to 
be tops. He had a close second, though, 
in Red Nathan. 


For the best-looking, Neil Newman has 
written that Winnie O’Connor had _ the 
“face of a choir boy.” Leslie Penman was 
a good-looking kid, and Arthur Redfern 
could pass for an Adonis when he was a 
top-flight rider. 

The two oldest jockeys I ever saw were 
Willie Simms. who rode a few for the col- 
ored trainer Tom Green, in 1904, and

Unfortunately, none 
of Cuddle’s progeny has approached her 
own heights. but Renowned has shown 
periodical flashes of form. Nevertheless. 
she was at long odds. being 14 to 13 fa- 
vourite in a field of 18 runners. 

Signal Officer. who created a record last 
season as the biggest winner for any one 
term in the history of racing in the Do- 
minion, carried his account further in the 
weight-for-age event on the final day. On 
the opening day he had run second to 
Coral Are after getting badly away and 
being at the rear going away from home.

The Horse Tesio 
Left at Home 


Valsandro’s success in the Criterium 
Nazionale has aroused considerable inter- 
est in his sire, Domenico Ghirlandaio, who 
had seemed almost forgotten. His story is 
closely related to that of Nearco. The 
two colts were bred in the same year by 
Federico Tesio, out of his two most famous 
mares of the time. Nogara and Delleana. 

It was a matter of prestige for Tesio. He 
had been beaten by Clairvoyant and by 
hard luck in the Grand Prix, with his 
powerful Donatello Il; and he had prom- 
ised to his French friends to come again 
the following year with a “possibly better 
colt, as I have one out of Nogara, and an- 
other one who is full brother to Donatello 
2nd, and I think if everything goes right 
we shall meet again next year.” The colts 
were Nearco and Domenico Ghirlandaio. 

The crop was a good one for Tesio: soon 
after the first juvenile stakes it was clear 
that he had at least half a dozen horses in 
his stable any one of which might beat 
any other horse from any other stable. The 
season finished with five Tesio colts top- 
ping the Free Handicap: 1) Nearco, 2) 
Domenico Ghirlandaio. 3)  Bistolfi, 4) 
Jacopo Robusti, 5) Gaddo Gaddi. They 
were all unbeaten, and the difficult task 
was to choose the best one among them. 


Popular favour was divided almost 
equally between Nearco and Domenico: 
it was common belief, at the time, that 
Domenico had everything to be a stayer 
and to win classic races, while Nearco was 
considered a good miler at most. The 
hard training which Tesio imposed during 
the winter proved exactly the opposite: 
Nearco was a complete horse, and Domen- 
ico Ghirlandaio was not fit enough to run 
the classics, but he would be very good 
for short races. 


The story of Nearco is known. He went 
to Paris together with Bistolfi (the “toy- 
horse”), and neither one returned. No. 4 
and 5 acquired a reputation by running 
on flat and obstacles, under other colours. 
Domenico Ghirlandaio was raced in the 
Triennale, one mile, which he won by a 
distance. His action was impressive, he 
was obviously more brilliant than Dona- 
tello 2nd, but less strong, and Tesio sold 
him. His career at three and four in- 
cluded 13 other races. of which he won 
only three, alternating sprint events on the 
flat with obstacle features, the only two 
types of races where he could be a first- 
class horse. 

Then he went to stud, and had limited 
opportunities. During the following year,

the rumor that Donatello 2nd, his brother. 
had been “a failure” in England. spread 
rapidly in Italy, and people said “it jg 
a pity,” and did not care much about the 
“D” horses. After all, some expert said. 
it is clear from Bruce Lowe’s works that 
family No. 14 can never be a family of 
stallions. 

It was a general surprise when the sye. 
cesses of Valsandro in Italy were closely 
followed by those of Alycidon (by Dona. 
tello 2nd) in England, and people here 
said that these two stallions “are not go 
bad after all,” and the same people are 
now busy trying to find out the merits of 
crossing *Blenheim 2nd and Delleana. 

The figures are very interesting. First 
sons of Domenico started in 1943, winning 
three races and 53,000 lire. The following 
year they won 16 races and 444,000 lire in 
1945 they won 21 races and 1,830,000 lire; 
in 1946, 28 races and 2,820,000 lire; in 
1947, 42 races and 5,900,000 lire. This 
year, up to October 3, they had won 59 
races and almost 10,000,000 lire, which 
means that their sire holds now the eighth 
place among the leading stallions, both 
in number of wins and in money won. 
(First money only is accounted for.) Of 
the living stallions in Italy, only Bozzetto 
and Arco are ahead of him in both cate- 
gories. This is undoubtedly a success, al- 
though it has been achieved far from the 
public eye, as no one thought of him be- 
fore Valsandro proved the best 2-year-old 
in training at the moment, despite previous 
successes of Corsaro and Mottarone, two 
very good performers in the handicap and 


obstacles field, respectively. 


Since no other prominent horses except 
those mentioned have turned out this year, 
it is evident how the money and the wins 
of the sons of Domenico have been piled 
up by a number of small winners, each one 
winning repeatedly in his class. In this 
respect, the get of Domenico Ghirlandaio 
are proving better than their sire as to 
stoutness, durability, and aptitude for dis- 
tance races. I think I am not far from 
the truth in stating that they show much 
the same peculiarities as the sons of Dona- 
tello 2nd in England. In both cases, a 
few horses have emerged as very good per- 
formers, the remainder being of the use- 
ful type. This may mean that better re- 
sults may be obtained from both by simply 
breeding them to better mares than those 
they have got so far. This applies in par- 
ticular to the Italian one. 

Early in 1938, several people thought 
that Nearco would go to the Grand Prix 
accompanied by Domenico Ghirlandaio, 
and that the son of Pharos would secure 
the lead only to permit his stablemate to 
come out in the finish and “beat them all.” 
Things developed differently, but we are 
now getting back some of ihe value we 
lost when Nearco left Italy. Domenico 
Ghirlandaio is only 13, and there is time 
enough for him to reveal the measure of 
his merit as a sire.
